This excuſe (though) it has, - 
lat(likethe chief Empire)having nothing to con- 
er, no other Religion to O >poſe Or ſpute a- 
ani, it hath been forced to admit of Civil wars, 
thaſpnd ſuffer under its owne excellency. 
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
